NOT A GENUINE NOTE

Bearing Huntington’s Indorse-
ment Is Now Afloat and
Unpaid, Says

—_—

HIS SON-IN-LAW, MR. HORD.

The Alleged Indorser Won't Pay a
Dollar of the Spurious Paper.

HE’S T0O ILL TO BE SEEN HIMSELF.

Ex-Congressman Paige Is Radly Eeaten in
the Face to Dresden.

THREE INDICTMENTS AGAINST RALPH

DresDEN, April §.—John Huntington,
of Oleveland, is very i1l in a private hos-
pital in this city. A representative of the
press tried to see him to-day In regard to
his indorsement on the paper of Paige,
Carey & Co., of New York. No stranger
is allowed to ses Mr. Huntington, but the
representstive was received by Mrs. Hunt-
ington, who 1is greatly affected by the
troubles of Colonel David R. Paige, who is
8 near relative. Bhe stated that tbough
her husband made it & rule never to indorse
notes, in this ecsse he had made an excep-
tion, much agsinst her wishes. Both con-
sidered Colonel Paige to be & man of honor.
Bhe objected on principle to her husband
indorsing the notes.

Colonel Paige’s firm was hard pressed by
opposing contractors, and Mr. Huntington
assisted him by indorsing & number of his
notes bafore he started for Europe. A few
of the notes are here. All of the indorsed
notes are in the hands of Mr. Huntington's
New York bank. The former motes were
mostly taken up by Mr. Huntington. Mrs
Huntington was not able to state theamount
of the notes. She had no knowledge of the
trouble beyond that contained in a hrief
cable dispatch, She said that with Ralph
Paige they had no transactions, and thinks
that most of the indorsements on notes not
in the hands of Mr. Huniington's agenis
must be forgeries Dr. Koetlez said that
Mr. Huntington is slowly recovering.

Mr, Huntington's Son-in-Law Taiks.

“Country banks around Cleveland hold
some §500,000 in notes bearing Mr, Hunt-
ington’s name as indorser, which he will
never pay, every one being forged," said
Mr. Huntington's son-in-law, Mr. Hord, to
a reporter to-night st the Hotel Bellevue.
Mr. Hord arrived here late and went forth-
with to consult Mr, Huntington. On re-
turniog to the hotel he gave the press rep-
resentative a number of facts in the case.
He said:

“Mr. Huntington indorsed $150,000 of
Pa'l%e. Carey & Company’s notes before
April, 1891, - These notes were returned in
due time, marked as paid. Mr. Huntington
refused to make any more indorsements,
apd then, doubtless, the forged'notes were
floated. While in Europe, however, he
endorsed $80,000 mbre, 4ending them to hia
financisl apent, M Perkins, of the Cleveland
Meroantile Bn;k.f gr. ]"._’eri:i:il, in dclle mbled
time, got wind o e “forgeries, and cal
this fact to Mr. Huntington, who at once
stopped the notes. They were never issued,
but are locked up in the safe of the bank.
Not one note bearing Mr. Huntington's
genuiné indorsement is now in oirculation.”

“Who is the forger?”’ asked the re-
porter.

““We+ have a suspicion,” said Mr. Hord,
“but do not care to mention names.”

Retloant ag to the Gulity Party,

“Is Mr. Paige involved?" continued the
renresentative.

“No,” replied Mr. Hord, *‘we do not
think he handled auy of these notes.”

“How about Carey? Doesnot his sndden
death two months ago look like a suicide
committed in view of the threatened ex-
posure?”

“‘No. Mr. Carey's death was really the
result of an accident.” -

“Then Mr, Paige must be the guil
party?”* suggested the reporter.

For answer to this question Mr, Hord re-
plied: “Mr. Huntington won’t pay ome
dollar of these forzed notes, no matter who
the guilty one is.”” Mr. Hord says he did
not call upon Mr. Paige while in New
York on his way to Europe. *“What would
have been the use?” he queried.

Evidentlv he has strong evidence of
Paige's guilt, He has called for the latest
information, and expects an answer Mon-
day, when the roper depositions will be
signed. Mr. Hord said:

“Criminal proceedings will be Jeft to the
parties detrauded. Mr. Huntington takes
matters very coolly, although he may lose
§50,000. He only regrets his misplaced
confidenoa’

Mr. Hord will start on his return to
America as soon as the proper papers are
signed.

D. I, Falge Bidetracked In London.

A dispatch from Cleveland says: A. C
Hord, who left Oleveland a week ago to
visit his father-in-law, John Huntington,
in Europe, to ascertain whether the im-
menge amount of paper issued by Paige,
Cary & Co., of New York, indorsed with
Mr. Hnntigtan's name, is genuine or not,
arrived in Dresden to-day. He'sent a brief
cablegram in cipher to the city to-night,
which, apparently, sets at rest all con-
jectures on the sgbject.

It says that MF. Huntington is slightly
improved in health, and that David R. Paige
is in London and flu not gone to see Mr.
Huntington, who is in Dresden. - Most im-

ortant is the positive declaration that Mr.

untington has not indorsed any notes for
Paige, Cary & Co. since going as surety on
$80,000 of paper in April of last year. is
is in accordance with the eablegram from
Mr. Huntington over a week ago.

A New York dispateh says: L. Laflin
Kellog, Mr. Paige's counsel, said to-day
that there was no trdth in the reportof
forgery. “I bave seen no one
who dared to charge it,” =aid he,
“except under ecover of a mnewspaper.
All the reports came from Cleveland
Mr. Huntington's family and his represent-
stive are determined to ruin the standing of
Mr. Paige in Mr. Huntington’s estimation.
I know that since Mr. Huntington has been
abroad notes bave been repeatedly sent to
him to indorse.”

PAIGE INDICTED FOR FORGERY.

Three Bills Found, in Two of Which Presi-
dent Steele Is Implicated.

CLEVELAXD, April 9.—[Special ]|—Three
indictments, charging Ralph K. Paige with
uttering and publishing four forged promis-
sory notes, were returned by the grand jury
to-day. The first one involves Paige alone,
but in the other two Horace Steele, Presi-
dent of the defunet Painesville Loan Asso-
ciation, is implicated The aggregate
:ﬁ::;ﬂ:: of the alleged forged paper is

The names said to have been forged were
those of the Pennsylvania and Lake Erie
Dock Company J. B Irwin, manager,
and the Fairport Warehouse aud Elevator
Company by Joseph Ohapman

Dr. James F. BSpalding, who, when
reotor of Ohrist Church in this city
last year, created a sensation by embracing
Catholicism, has returned to the Episcopal
Chureh. He has made no statement as yet.

A special to Ter Draparcr from Balti-
more says: Rev. James F. Spalding’s es-
pousal of the Catholic Church last Novem~
ber caused something of & sensation her
His intention to return tothe Episco’
Church was unknown to Cardinal Gibbons,
who officiated at the time Mr. Spalding re-
ceived his first communion. The Cardinal,
when informed of the change of faith to-day,
remarked, ““Ah, poor man,” and gravely
shook his head, but would say no more.

It is learned here that this is not the first
nor the second time that Mr. Spalding
ehanged faith. He was originally a Lu-
theran, then became a Baptist, then an
Episcopalian, and then a Catholie Now
he bas returned to the Episcopal Church.

While here he contributed to the Catholiz

Mirror, Mr. Edmund Harmange, the ed-
itor, at the request of Cardinal Gibbons,
gave him employment.

He Made the Change Deliberately.

Dr. Bpalding sonounced his determina-
tion 1o be a Catholic to his Cambridge con-
gregation November 29 last, when he deliv-
ered a long sermon giving his reasons for
his action. He said that rationalism drove
him from the Episcopal Chareh, in which

there was too much freedom of thought and
action. Dr. Spalding denied that he had
taken the step hastily and gave in detail the
investigations which led to his change of
faith. Among the other things he said:

Icannot ecall myself hasty in arriving at
eonclusions which it has taken me many
years to reach. I will say at once that what
first set me thinking in the direction which
has resulted thus far in my giviug up the
rectorship was the mationalism, the [ree-
thinking and the unbelleving in the Eplsco-

arch and the entire Angli
munity. The rationalistio

om God in his Church and in the history

Questions of Inspiration and Graee.

I have heard the holy notion of grace
sneered at, and you remember how differ-
ently St. Paunl speaks of grace. I have heard
from & source which you, perhaps, little
think,that thegrace of Godwasas much given
to Luther and Calvin as it was to the Holy
Apostles for thelr work. I muatnotgo on so
with my reason. The rationalism in onr
communion, so ignoring or opposing the

He was a teacher in Northampton
before he began to ';)meh, and has s wife
and grown children. uring the 10 years
he lived in Cambridge he won a large per-
sonal following, unlike most pastors, and it
Wasd ¢ ed that many would go with him
into Catholic Church, but so far as
known none have done so,
